costs, and that Dixon

should have adequate funds for 
operation. 
This reader feels that taxes fall 


too heavily on owners of real es- 
tate, ajid asks why a greater share 
cannot fall on the personal prop- 
erty of renters who do not pay real 
estate taxes. 


The answer is that renters of 


property pay real estate taxes, too, 
but they pay 
them 
indirectly. 


When a man who rents a house or 
apartment gives his landlord a 
check for rent, the landlord uses 
that money to pay for all expenses 
involved in maintaining his prop- 
erty—including real estate taxes. 
The. ,tax_biU_i8 Addressed, to .the 
landlord, but the renter pays. And, 
of course, both are subject to per- 
sonal property taxes. 


The same reader asks if all

Admits Shooting 


Warren said the boy admitted 


the shooting and described the in- 
cidents leading to it thus: 


The boy and two girl school- 


mates went to a root be«r drive-in 
stand after school and then he 
proceeded to the farm, five miles 
north of Mendota. His father was 
enraged at his late arrival from 
school and struck him. When th« 
mother screamed rtor Augenbaugh 
to "quit" beating "the boy, he and 
his parents went into the house. 
William heard a sctifflin£ in a bed- 
room and found his mother with 
part of her clothing ripped off. 


"I yelled for him to stop, and h« 


quit hitting her and came toward 
me and threw me against a door 
frame.

in this situation for any party in power. Evidence from 
the 1954 elections indicates that farm distress most certainly 
was translated into Democratic congressional victories in 
some areas. The impact, however, was not general. 


But there are aspects of the farm situation which, at 


least temporarily, make it appear a good deal brighter than 
a superficial look at the generalized crop income figures 
would suggest. 


For one thing, while net income from crops and stock 


has stumbled 30 per cent since 1947, farm population has 
fallen 19 per cent in the same period. This migration to the 
cities has softened the shock of the income decline for those 
who have stayed behind. 


Second, many still on farms have found other sources 


of income to boost their annual earnings. In combination 
with the population factor, this development has caused total 
income of farmers on a per person basis to rise from $788 in 
1947 to S918 in 1954. 


Farmers have made the extra money by working in local 


factories, mines and shops, mostly in the off season, of 
course. The prospect is that their per capita earnings will 
hold up or even climb a bit in 1955. 


There is no sign that these compensating factors leave 


farmers deliriously happy. They can hardly watch a steady 
fall in crop-and-livestock income without misgivings. 


Nevertheless, these additional elements seem to have 


been overlooked by politicians of both parties. 
And they 


do make the picture considerably less grim than some of 
the orators have conceded. They might even determine 
whether or not the farm question really will be an important 
1956 issue with the voters. •

pinched by the American counter-intelligence somewhere in northern 
Italy and flown home to be charged with treason. Pound had lived ia 
Italy a long time and had endorsed Fascism in com- 
mon with Sol'Bloom and other eminent American 
cultural leaders. Pound is a poet of such refined 
artistry that few persons profess to understand bin 
•tuff. Those few may be faking. Bloom was the con- 
gressman from the New York district later repre- 
sented by F. D. Roosevelt, Jr., and was chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs committee. His chief cul- 
tural contribution was the hootchie kootchie dance 
of Little Egypt, whose career he promoted at the 
first Chicago world fair. In the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration during Slapsie Wallace's Ga-Ga phase, Sol

secretly accepted free use of an apartment in the joss-house, or Itma- 
»ery. on Riverside Drive, within his district, where Nicholas Roerich. 
the Russian Guru and Easter-egg designer, blew incense through hit 
ears and painted strange pictures.- 


Ever since the war ended. Pound | 
— 
_____ 


has been locked up in the Nation- 
al Lunatic asylum in Washington 
called St. Elizabeth's hospital. It 
is undeniable that he did broad- 
cast for the Italian wartime equiv- 
alent of our own Voice of America. 
George Page, an. American, who! 
renounced his citizenhip in 1933 for 
reasons which are honest and re- 
spectable, was chief of this propa- 
ganda. He states that Pound's 
enunciation and affected delivery, 
in English, resulted 'in gibberish. It 
was like futuristic elocution. Page 
could not understand it 
himself 


and he objected 
to the use of 


Pound for this purpose because he 
could have no persuasive effect on 
any Americans who might possi- 
bly happen to hear him. Page says 
that, actually, Pound probably had 
a microscopic following in the 
States except in the FBI. the coun 
ter-intelligence and similar officia 
bureaus. 


However, Page was overruled 


and Pound babbled on for som< 
time. When he thought the Ameri 
cans were nighing Rome, he lit ou 
for the north where he was round 
ed up. 
Adhering to the enemy 


giving him and comfort, is treason 
and the penalty is death so things 
looked bad for Ezra until the FBI 
decided that the department of jus 
tice would be accused! of putting to 
death a nut. 


In a blurry proceeding in Wash 


ington, Pound was committed to 
St. Elizabeth's as a crazy man un 
der a set of laws, lately enlarged 
to the alarm of many skeptical 
citizens. 
The situation seems to 


be that if and when he is declared 
not to be crazy he must be tried 
for treason. The only 
evidence 


against him would be the voice re- 
cordings of his broadcasts which. 
Page says, are a lot of gullah, not 
unlike the la-la-balolla which the 
tobacco auctioneers used to dis- 
course for American tobacco on 
the radio.

away from the so-called American 
Library of Information. 
The li- 


brary's window display at this 
writing depicts the A. F. of L. as a 
fine power in American life with 
no intimation of extortion, political 
coercion or other familiar charac- 
teristics. We taxpayers are footing 
the bill for this fraudulent imposi- 
tion on any Italians who happens 
to look at the stuff, and we can gtt 
to prison for refusing to pay our 
portion and assume our share of 
guilt in the fraud.

For those 30 days he was not al- 
lowed out of his cell. Later he went 
to a Naples jail for four months 
and after that to a monastery con- 


en tration 
camp for one "year. 


Then he was turned loose and re- 
:umed to Rome to find the Salva- 
tion Army occupying his apart- 
ment. He says no charge ever was 
made against him. However, he 
never got any compensation for 
lis apartment or his incarceration. 
He thought it useless to ask for 
such. 


After his release, the FBI sent 


a man to him who said the Depart- 
ment of Justice wanted to spare 
Bound's life. Would Page, there- 
rore, please just say he thought 
^ 
d w a s crazy? 
Page would 


not. However, to save Pound's life 
ie did recall that Pound wore a 
big western hat. not necessarily 
an affectation because he comes 
| from Idaho, and sometimes brand- 
' ished a stick at urchins who guyed 
him. 
He did things which others 


did not do. but Page would not say 
he was not normal. 
He just was 


not like all other people, which 
was a challenge to compulsory con- 
formity. 
And Pound 
has been 


locked up in a lunatic asylum ten 
years for that.

Riskett praised both the Chi- 
nese and American Red Cross. 


"I haven't been speaking Eng- 


lish for a long time," he said. 


He said he confessed to espion- 


age 15 days after he was arrested 
July 5, 1951—13 months after the 
start of the Korean War. 


"I collected the information and 


I was guilty," he said in a low, 
steady voice. 


Rickett wore gray slacks and a 


gray-brown shirt, his hair was un- 
tidy but he was clean shaven. He 
carried a small shaving kit. 


Jlcdn "Lenient" 


"The Chinese government was 


lenient with me. They could have 
sentenced me to 10 years but gave 
me only six and released me after 
four," he said. 


"I'm afraid 10 years is a long 


time in anybody's life. Consider- 
ing the situation, I was treated ex- 
cellently. At all times my treat- 
ment was the same as the other 
Chinese prisoners, but . . . as a 
foreigner I was given more food." 


Asked whether he feels he has 


been indoctriated by the Reds. 
Rickett replied, "I have read the 
Chinese papers and progressive 
articles." 


He said he passed military in- 


formation to unnamed U.S. consu- 
lar officials and to a British Em- 
bassy second secretary whom he 
identified as Ted Youde and to a 
Dutch legation employe he named 
as Miss Helen Van der Hofen. 
Presumably the latter two were 
in Peiping at the time. 


Explains Stay 


Rickett said he stayed behind 


when the Reds overran the main- 
land because "the political situa- 
tion was such that I felt I could 
learn more about the Chinese. 


Later, at a news conference at 


the Gloucester Hotel, Rickett com- 
mented : 


"What I did mostly was collect 


information about democratic ele- 
ments in Peiping and to what ex- 
tent they supported the Chinese 
Communists." 


He said he gave this information 


to an American vice consul whom 
he identified as John Ferrior who 
was in Peiping before the Com- 
munists overran the mainland. 


The red-haired student grasped 


his trembling right hand to steady 
it as he sp'oke. 


Father Rigney said before reach- 


ing- the Catholic center he was no- 
tified Sunday of his release and 
had been riding- trains since Mon- 
day. The bearded, moustachioed 
priests who met him said Father 
Rigney has lost 80 pounds in pris- 
on, but appeared mentally all 
right. 


Kcds' J'romise 


The Chinese Communists prom- 


ised Sept. 10 they would release 
10 American civilians v\ho

Navy Will 
Begin Draft 
Of 20,000 


WASHINGTON 
(£!—The Navy, 


which has prided itself on being 
a strictly volunteer outfit, finally 
has been compelled to start draft- 
ing' some of its sailors. 


For the first time since World 


War n, when all the armed forces 
were ordered to get all men by 
draft alone, the Navy will begin 
In November to get some of its 
manpower by levy. 


The draft became necessary, the 


Navy said, to replace men whose 
four-year Korean War enlistments 
are now expiring. 


A monthly quota, starting out at 


10,000 men, will be added to the 
present Army quota to bring the 
total draft call up to 20,000. 


By next summer the Navy ex- 


pects to have drafted a total of 
56,000 men. Except for January, 
when none will be taken, the Navy 
is asking- 10,000 men a month 
through next April, 6,000 for May 
and perhaps some in June: It said 
It hopes to drop draft calls after 
June. 


The Navy draftees wall serve for 


the same two-year period as their 
Army opposites. Enlistments will 
continue on a four-year basis. 


The Air Force is confronted With, 


a problem identical to that of the 
Navy — a high loss of manpower 
because terms of men who joined 
during the Korean War are now 
expiring and men are declining 
— in droves — to re-enlist. 


, "But the Air Force is hanging on 
grimly to its own volunteer-only 
record. 


If called up by selective service, 


a man may ask for duty in the 
Navy. But whether he gets it will 
depend on several conditions, in- 
-cludingr whether the monthly quo- 
tas as allocated bet'.veen the Army 
8-nd Navy have been filled. The 
selections will be made at the 
armed 
forces examination 
sta- 


tions. 


Even though the tour of duty 


will be only half of that for reg- 
ular enlistees, the draftee will get 
the same type of assignments.
